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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither anticipated nor rendered obviousness that a liquid 
crystal panel comprises various elements as claimed, more specifically, as the following 
features: 

an IPS mode liquid crystal display device in which a plurality of transparent inter- 
digital pixel electrode having first branched (fingers) extend parallel to the data lines and 
connected to the corresponding drain electrode through a first contact hole, a plurality of 
transparent inter-digital counter electrodes having second branched (fingers) extend 
parallel to the data lines and connected to the corresponding common line through a 
second contact hole, wherein a pixel region is defined by one of the data lines and one 
of the gate lines, and the first contact holes and the second contact holes are on the 
same side of the pixel region, and the first branched (fingers) and the second branched 
(fingers) are interlaced in the pixel region as shown in the Fig. 4 [claims 1 and 10]. 

The reference US 5,886,762 (Lee et al) shows a IPS liquid crystal display device 
in which a gate line and a data line define a pixel region, and the pixel electrodes and 
the counter electrodes having branches (fingers) are interlaced in the pixel region and 
connected to the drain and common line through contact holes as shown in Fig.4, but 
the prior art of record do nor show the contact holes on the same side of the pixel region 
and as claimed in the claims 1 and 10.
